0 SAIGON'S PIASTRES

“Following the lead given ‘by the Govern- 
mentof the Straits Settlements, the leading 
tmerchants of Saigon arc stated to be anxious 
for the standardisation of the piastre,. which 
is liable,sitnilarly with the Hongkong dollar, 
lo’ periods. of fluctuation and, erratic «be: 
haviour, -In giving voice to this demand 
L’Opinion says—"A question, which is un- 
doubtedly one (of the -chief features of the 
day, is the standardisation of the Indo- 
China piastre. We have beén informed, and 
we give the news with all reserve, that it is 
proposed to, establish wthe piastre at dn ex- 
change valud’ of ‘three francs. As’ this 
measure would considerably prejudice the: 
junior.offitials of the French dependency, it 
would be incumbent on the Government to 
grint a general increase of salary to all those 
carning less than 6,000 francs per annum, 
‘commensurate with the enhanced value of 
the piastre.”  L'Upinion adds = “Tf the re- 
port is well founded’ we do not under- 
stand’ why all officials without exception 
should not’ benefit.by..having their salaries 
supplemented,” The suggestion that the 
French Colonial Government has been-con- 
sidering ‘this question:is important from the 
point of view of Hongkong, on account of. 
the trade between Saigon and this port. 
But while it is eminently desirable that the 
silver coinage of the Far East generally 
should be brought.up to a standard which 
would defeat the fluctuating value of silver 
and ensure a permanent rate of exchange, it 
is doubtful whether a mere pious expression 
of opinion will have much weight with the 
French. Government. In the first place, 
Indo-China occupies a very different position 
from the Sraits. Settlements or even Siam.’ 
‘Yo bring about a’standard of value in the 
piastre, which would be accepled by foreign 
traders, the Government must create a gold 
reserve and guarantee the payment of gold 
in return for silver. But that is not ail, for 
the Government has to deal with a vast body 
of natives who, it may be presumed, are 
totally incapable of realising the ‘meaning of 
the gold standard or’ how it should: affect 
them. The Laos and other inhabitants of 
the French colonial possession would first 
hegin to discover thai a new factor had 
entered into the coinage of the country 
when they received §8 or $8.50 per month 
instead. of the 310 or $14-to which they, and 
probably their fathers before them had béen 
accustomed to receive. Actually the piastre 
would have increased spending power for 
those’ dealing with Krance; but it is the 
general experience that a considerable period 
must always. elapse between the time that 
the piastre is enhanced and the time that 
enhancement inakés itself fell: inthe native 
markets and in food prices generally. Dur- 
ing that interval the native would be required 
to pay at the same rate as formerly, and yet 
recive fewer piastres for his labour, . The 
amount of trouble, which would be caused 
hy the difficulty of enlightening the dense 
niinds of ignorant coolies must prove enor- 
mous, and after a lesson had been given in 
bi-metallisnr: it is. possible that the. coolie 
would still, be-as far from comprehending 
the truth as ever. ‘Theré 1s litle to be won- 
dered at in that, for Mr. Balfour himself 
confessed that on the subject of bi-metallism 
he was as a little child ; and it is safe to say 
that even in: Hongkeny, where, we are all 
amateur financiers, there are’ many who have 
the haziest ideas on this subject. ‘The con-, 
sequence is that should the French Govern- 
ment in Indo-China decide on a three-franc 
piastre they,.would have’ to reckon with 
serious opposition on the patt of the natives. 
Jt was not the ‘same in Singapore, which is 
self-contained, so to speak, where the real 
facts can be instilled and disseminated in a 
few days, and where the Government took 
the initiative by creating a gold reserve, 
‘which assured traders of all classes that 
their money was safe and convertible 
at the declared exchange value, Whe-. 
ther the Indo-China Government will 
see its way to -follow the Govern- 
ment. of the Straits Settlements is ‘ an- 
‘other matter. ‘The conditions are by no 
means analagous. But a. gold standard 
without a gold reserve would be without 
foundation, and subject the currency of the 
country to the danger of panics in times of 
uncertainty. - Could a gold standard under 
these conditions have been maintained 
during the. anxious days that Admiral 
Rodjestvensky “was lingering in, Kamraoh 
Bay ? It is very doubtful indeed ; the value 
would :possibly have dropped during the 
early days of the Algeciras conference, when 
it seemed impossible that France and Ger- 
many could arrive at 2 compromise. And, 
in fact, unless the French Government pro- 
geeds on sound lines it will ‘only substitute 
fa fictitious exchange rate fpr a real one. “Of 
course it is well that. the subject should’ 
exercise the minds of the French’ colonists, 
especially in view ‘of their proximity to 
Singapore and the trade which is carried on 
with that port as well as with Hongkong. 
Yor that reason, the fact:that the: question

It may be a 
melancholy fact that the.coolie should pre- 
fer tu dissipate his hard-earned “ cash "in 
such a frivolous, not to say immoral, fashion, | 
but that it is a fact none will question. 
Hongkong took the’ matter in-hand some 
years’ ago, and by Ordinance and stern de- 
crees declared that gambling should be 
suppressed. ‘The result is, of course, that 
ihe gamblers, when they are wise, desert the 
public’ places where they formerly. threw 
their coins, and hide theniselves from the 
prying eyes of the police in secluded 
and’ sequestered spots. “But it. cannot 
be held that gambling. has been  eradi-. 
cated in Hongkong. Every. now and again 
the police suddenly bestir themselves 
and- make a raid, with the result that a batch 
uf miscraule ‘coolies is haled “before the 
Magistrate, and each of them ‘is Red the 
usual +g, with.the exception of the fcader, 
jor what in European circles, is known as the 
'e banker,” who is tmulcted in the sum of 
125, OF more. These.pertodical raids, with 
the consequent appearence «in the Police 
Court have become so common that yobody 
in Hongkong pays the slightest attention to 
the incident, but regards il a5 a sort 
of necessary evil in the Colony. However, 
itis. refreshing to learn that people in the 
south are firmly, convinced that in prohibit- 
ing gambling by means of.Ordinances the 
Government of Hongkong have abolished 
the vice from the Colony. ,It is highly 
satisfactory to realise that in one respect at 
jeast, Hongkong, in. consequence: of its 
Jegislative acumen, is regarded. as a paragon 
of virtue, in ‘Perak... And the argument of 
Hongkong’s higher morality issemployed to 
cast teflections on the vicious habits of the 
I6wer class of natives in the lederated 
Malay States. Recently a number of highly- 
respectable people in Perak addressed a 
petition to the British Resident asking him 
to use his influence with the High Commis- 
sioner, Sir John Anderson, to secure the 
suppression of gambling by the abolition of 
the gambling Fatms, and they cited the 
beneficial effects which had resulted in 
Hongkong and Singapore by prohibiting 
the gambling evil. Ttis rather amusing to 
read about the moral and material benefit: 
secured by the people of Singapore through 
the prohibiting, Ordinance, when it is re- 
membered that natives daily journey to 
Johore—only a few miles away, but outside 
the jurisdiction of the British Colony—to 
gamble all they possess, while on every Sun- 
day scores of Luropeans crowd the trains 
bound to Johore, in order to spend the day

THK QUESTLON OF PIRACY: - 

Some time ago, when we received the an- 
nual reports issued by the Customs author- 
ities in South China; we commented on: the 
fact. that each Commissioner Inid special 
stress on -the effects resulting from’ the 
piracics which had: occurred within” easy 
distance of every port along the coast. In 
the majority of instances, the pirates had 
exercised their nefarious calling with supreme. 
success, killirig and mutilating the unfortun- 
cate boatmen when resistance was offered, 
and in some cases sinking ‘the juoks after :

The inside of the, arc, viz. the provinces that 
face ‘the Sea of Japan, ate frequently visited by 
localised ‘earthquakes, while the outer side of 
the are, facing the Pacific Ocean, is subject to- 
general earthquakes. The latter are often ac 
companied by tidal waves, which have more 
destructive power than earthquakes, Mino, 
Shimozuke, and Iwashiro in the central patt of 
Japan frequently are the seat ofsevere localised 
earthquakes, but their neighbouring provinces, 
Kodzuke and Hida are conspicuously free from 
reat earthquakes, as are also, the provinces of

The 
circular which accompanied the notice gave 
a sketch of the proceedings, and was not, 
certainly, of a deceptive nature. Any husiness 
man reading the notice would at once under- 
stand that the old company was to cease to 
exist, nnd a new company was to be formed 
with the object of carrying on the same busi- 
ness. In other words it was a notice of re- 
construction.’ The sole practical question 
which the shareholders had to decide at that 
meeting was whether or not the price offered 
was or was not adequate ; the other resolutions 
were the mere machinery to be used for carry- 
ing. out the proposition. Taking the resolu- 
tions as they stood, there could not be any 
doubt whatever as to what it was proposed’ 
should we done at that meeting. ‘ 

Mr, Slade then argued at some length as to 
the distinction between an out and out “sale”. 
and a“re-canstruction,” and then proceeded to 
argue as to the powers of a general manager ot: 
a firm, stating that the shareholders had to be 
boucd by the terms of the articles of associa- 
tion, and if they close to give the general

“THE OFICIAL ROMAN CATHOLIC ACCOUNT. 
In Wednesday's Echo de Chine appeured 
long account of the events leading up to the 
recent murders at Nanchang, and we now Jeara 
that this is the official report made, by the 
Roman. Catholic Bishop to the French 
authorities, 1t is ton Jong to be reproduced én 
extenso, but we subjoin a précis. e 

‘At: the outset it is explained that the late 

sub-prefect Chiang was seriously compromised 
on the occasion of the troubles ‘at Sinchang,., 
the arrangement made in regard to which he 
had failed to carry out, by releasing the chiels 
of the guilty parties, and by promising, on his 
honour, immunity to two of those accused, who 
had come to Nanchang. This'had been made. 
the subject of complaint by the Mission to the 
French Consulate at Shanghai and also to the 
Legation at Peking. -The sub-pertect had since 
endeavoured to extricate himself, without losing 
countenance with his superiors. 
-- On the t7th of February he asked Mr. 
Lacruche to invite him to dianer at the Mission 
on the 22nd of that month te discuss this affair. 
It would be more ensy, he said,'to talk quietly 
atthe Mission, and he would only bring two 
secretaries with him. On the 18th of February 
‘the sub-prefect sent presents and his card to 
the Mission, and announced that he would visit 
himself the next day. Mr. Lacruche thought 
he had been mistaken possibly as to the day 
the sub-prefect wished to dine, and prepared to 
receive him next day,.but when Chiang arrived 
he refused to stop, and said it was the 2and 
that he had arranged to dine-at the Mission. 
He explained that his present call was to ask, 
as a favour, that the invitation to be sent to him 
should be expressed in..threatening language, 
and that mention should be made afthe pos- 
sibility of a gunboat, being sent to Nanchang 
if the Sinchang ‘affair were not settled at once. 
The reason forthe request was.that the letter 
might be shown to Chiang's superiors who 
were to be led to think that he had been forced 
.to give way under menaces. ‘Mr. Lacruche 
caused a letter of invitation to be dispatched 
to the magistrate as requested, but refused 
to address it otherwise than in terms of polite- 
ness, te : ‘ 

‘On the 22nd the sub-prefect arrived ‘at the 
Mission at 3pm. All through the dinner he 
avoided reference to the Sinchang affair, :but 
continually complained that he was not pro- 
perly appreciated by bis superiors. It was nat 
ontil he had tisen from the table that the 
magistrate mentioned the affair he had propos- 
ed.to discuss, and he then propounded a series 
of conditions, Mr. Lacruche, who began to 
doubt if the magistrate had any authority to 
treat at all, asked himto put his demands in 
writing, in order that they might be referred to 
the higher ecclesiastical authorities, He offer- 
ed a pencil for the purpose, but the magistrate 
preferred to go into the room of the priest's 
secretary, where he was left alone to write. A 
quarter of an hour passed, Daring that inter- 
val Chiang came to the door of the secretary's 
room and called a soldier, to whom he gave an 
order in a.low voice, and who then hastily 
quitied the Mission, The magistrate returned 
to the room and teld servant who was sent to 
him-with tea thal he did not wish to bedisturb- 
ed. He closed the door. Some moments later 
a servant, crossing the hall, heard groans com- 
ing from the secretary's room. He looked in 
and saw the magistrate, stretched on a long 
chair bleeding from the neck and trying to en- 
large the wound. The servant informed the 
missionary, who having discovered the magis- 
trate’s attempt at suicide, burried off at once to 
the Governor to report what had occurred. At 
the Mission’ meanwhile every attention was 
paid to the wounded magistrate, who was: not 
able to speak but made signs for a pencil with 
which, lying in the long chair, he wrote during 
that night and the following morning a num: 
ber of short letters. One was addressed to Mr. 
Lacruche, and another to’ the-interpeter. The 
purport of each was that the magisirate was |” 
dying to save the people of Rinchang and not 
to break his word tothose whom he had -pro- 
mised to save.’ In a letter to bis brother he 
said “An evil, spirit is pursuing m=; and'I 
am dying in order to save the people.” 

Rumour immediately spread in the town 
that the priest had assassinated the magistrate. 
Delegates from the high officials were sent to 
the Mission to make inquiries and the next day 
the Provincial Jydge himself held an inquiry. 
Mr, Lacruche conducted them. round these 
premises and described all that had occurred. 
in the evening Mr. Lacruche received a letter 
from the Bureau of Foreign Affairs asking for 
the instrument by which the magistrate had 
come to his .death, The missionary replied 
that he did not know what instrument had 
‘been used. With this rote was sent- a long 
statement, and it could not be dispatched till 
the day following’ the demand. That day 
handbills inciting the people to riot were freely 
distributed in the city. They were given away 
by persons ‘of distinction riding in chairs and 
preceded by men ‘on horseback, The officials 
in the meantime asked that the two servants 
who have been mentioned should be sent to 
the yamén for questioning, and suggested 
that Mr, Lacruche should accompany them, |. 
This he refused to do, on the ground ‘hat it 
would appear to lend colour to the story of 
assassination, and excite the people to riot. 
The Governor also. sent a message to the 
Catholic Bishep Uhrough the Taotai of Kiu- 
kiaog practically accusing the missionaries of 
murder, and asking the Bishop himself to come 
to Nanchang. The Bishop replied that what 
touched the missionaries touched him, that he 
was therefore an interested or accused party, 
and could not adjudicate on it, and that the 
settlement must be by the Waiwupu and the 
French Minister at Peking. of 

During the. two dayg before the massacre, 
placards inciting to riot were posted even ob 
the Mission ‘premises, which had been occu- 
pied by soldiers but more for the purpose of 
surveillance over ‘the missionaries than for 
their protection. A military officer was ‘heard 
to say to his men: “Look well to it that no 
Europeans escape.” 

In regard to all theso matters, the report 
concludes, there is the direct evidence of Mr. 
Martin, who was by Mr. Lactuche's side right 
up ta the moment of the riot, and of Mr. Ros- 
tigool, who had from Mr, Lacieche’s own 
mouth the statement now published,. The 
actual facts‘of the murder of the missionaries 
and the burning of the premises are summar- 
.ised very ‘briefly; and~present ‘no. variations 
from the'accounts already published.
